Daniel Curtain, the Father, 
Is Missing, 


LITTLE ONE REQUESTS _IT.! 


ELDEST CHILD SAID SHE COULD 
NOT SUPPORT THEM. 


Mother Died Fourteen Months Ago and 
the Father Went Away July 24 
and Has Not Returned. 


Because Daniel Curtain of 2830 South Sec- 
ond street is mysteriously missing from his 
home, Mayor Ziegenhein was Wednesday 
reluctantly compelled to send to the House 
of Refuge five children whom the officials 
Say are as pretty ang intelligent as any 
children in the city of St. Louis. 

The committment “was made at the re- 
quest of the eldest child, a girl of 15, who 
said that she had done her best to support 
her younger sister and her brother, but 
that she had found the task beyond her 
strength. 

While she was able to take care of her- 
Self, she said, she hoped the mayor would 
include her in the committment. because 
it was the desire of all the children that 
they should not be separated. 

Several families. she said, had offered to 
take one of her charges off her hands, but 


none of the little ones could bear to be 
parted from the others. 

Little Miss Mary Helen Curtain 
usually small for her age. 
eEtrong,’’ she said, “and even bigger girls 
than me only get $2.50 and $3 a week, and 
while a girl might get along on that she 
cant possibly take care of darlings like 
these as they ought to be taken care of. 

‘My little brother, who is only 10 years 

hgs helped to take care of all of us 

working in the glasshouse near our 
home, but it is a dull season and he can't 
even bring in his $2.50 just now. I1 have 
figured it all out and I have come to the 
conclusion that we just can’t do anything 
else but go to the fe of Refuge until 
my sister and 1 get bigger and can take 
care of these younger ones. 

“Then maybe my papa will come back 

sometime if he gets work and we will all 
be happy once more.,”’ 
Curtain disappeared from his home July 
24. The day previous he had sold his furni- 
ture for a meager sum. In the morning 
he kissed each of the little ones and bade 
them good-by. but they say that they did 
not understand this to mean that his fare- 
well was for permanency. 

Curtain formerly lived at 3121 Broadway, 
and for a long time was employed in the 
switching yards at Lemp's Brewery. He 
was last emploved in the American Car 
Shops, but had been out of work for some 
time. While this fact and the necessary 
struggles of his children to help in mutual 
support had made him despondent, the 
children say, they do not believe that he 
contemplated suicide when he left. 

The mother of the children died about 
fourteen months ago. 

Eugene Reno of 2826 South Second street, 
from whom Curtain rented apartments, 
and who accompanied the children to the 
Wyoming Street Police Station. said that 
he belfeved that Curtain had deliberately 
deserted his children but the little ones 
still have faith in their father. 

In the struggle to keep herself and the 
smaller children alive Mary Curtain was 
compelled to take service in a boarding 
house conducted by colored residents in the 
neighborhood of her home, but, she found 
herself incapable of doing the labor re- 
quired. The St. Vincent de Paul Society 
at one time assisted the children, but it is 
stated that at the present time the funds 
of the society district are exhausted, and as 
a result Mr. Reno consulted with the girl 
and upon his advice she consented that the 
children be committed to the House of 
Refuge, on condition that she might be 
allowed to accompany them and that there 
should be no separation. 

The missing father is described as having 
been 37 vears old, with a slight Irish ac- 
cent. He was dressed in plain laborer’s 
clothes—a black coat, dark pants and brown 
soft hat. He weighed about 165 pounds,

INTERNATIONAL COMPLICATIONS 


They May Arise From Investigation 
of American Anarchism, Which 


Italy Is Now Making. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—International com- 
plications may follow the disclosures that 
the plot to assassinate King Humbert origi- 
nated in Paterson, N. J. A private detec- 
tive is working on the case under orders 
from the Italian consul-general's office in 
this city. A full investigation will be made 
by the officials of the Italian government. 


| It is understood that this is by orders from 


Rome. If it be found that the murder of 
Humbert was planned in this country, Italy 
may ask whether the persons concerned in 
it were American citizens or Italian resi- 
dents not yet naturalized. Upon this will 
depend several issues of international law. 

If there be conspirators the Itallan gov- 
ernment may ask for their extradition. 

The elaborate scheme to release the an- 
archists at Pittsburg being discovered so 
near the day on which Humbert was killed 
suggests a general movement by anarchists 
in America. This theory is strengthened by 
the knowledge that New York anarchists 
hatched the plot to release Alexander Rerk- 
man from the Pittsburg jail. Berkman is the 
anarchist who shot H. C. Frick.

Gallagher and Howard have been work- 
ing on the case under the direction of Chief 
Desmond ever since the capture of Reinach 
ten days ago. 

The man suspected of being a member of 
the shrewd gang that has relieved express 
companies of thousands of dollars during 
the past few months will probably be in 
custody before the arrival here of a pri- 
vate detective for the express companies, 
who left Cincinnati Tuesday night for this 
city on information forwarded from the lo- 
cal detective office to that city. 

The capture of Reinach July 17 by Gal- 
lagher and Howard followed the arrest and 
confession of an accomplice named Dillon 
in Chicago. Reinach is an expert telegraph- 
er. He was sending a cipher message to 
Dillon at the time of his capture. It was by 
means of this code that the band was en- 
abied to post one another on shipments of 
money in express cars and then tip train 
robbers in various parts of the country. 

By the same code they were enabled, ac- 
cording to Reinach’s confe ssion, to forge 
the express officials’ signatures to stolen 
express money orders and then telegraph 
bogus telegraph orders for the payment of 
the orders.

They were the sort of men who make the 
organization of vigilance committees and 
eonti-horse thief associations necessary, and 
who furnish employment for Uncle Sam’s 
bie force of deputies in Indian and Okla- 
homa Territories. 

Together in the middle of the car sat two 
men who had burned a human beine at 
the stake. They had been a little hasty in 
their act, the court had judged, and they 

now under a sentence of three years 
They were white men, capable of 
teachine a lesson in barbarity to the wild- 
est of the Indians among whom they lived. 

Across the aisle were two men who had 
broken open a country store which served 
a postoffice and had carried away some 
letters with the rest of their plunder. They 
will spend 15 years each in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Mingled with the most desperate of the 
lot were men who had been arrested for 
carrving weanons and introducing whisky, 
charges which in Indtan Territory are 
brought In much the same way as is the 
charge of loutfing and lounging in a city 
police court, to get rid-of dangerous char- 
vwcters against whom no other: definite of- 
fense can he alleged at the time. 

Men who proved too handy in branding 
other men's cattle or who put spurs to 
horses not their own composed the remain- 
der of the crowd, and were about to begin 
terms ranging from two to ten vears each.

straint of their postures. Those who had 
been in the city before had come on drov- 
ers’ passes and they mentally contrasted 
their discomfort with the enjoyment ot! 
riding on cattle cars and returning to their 
homes on the “varnished trains” after a 
couple of days among the sights of the 
town. There were few old time offenders 
among them, and several were mere youths. 

Sam Pryor and Bird lvanhoe, whites from 
Oklahoma, were the notable prisoners or 
the company. The crime for which they 
were sentenced was one of the most atroci- 
ous in the history of the border, and only 
strong mitigating circumstances saved 
them from hanging or life imprisonment. 

They kidnapped two Seminole Indian boys, 
Lincoln McGesey and a companion, from 
Tinto, in the Seminole nation, took them 
across the line into Oklahoma and were 
the leaders of a mob which burned the two 
indians at the stake. 

The offense of which they believed their 
victims guilty was one which had stirred 
up the passion for revenge in all the sur- 
rounding country, but it was later found 
that the two youths who were burned to 
death had in all probability been innocent 
of the crime charged against them. 

The arrest of Pryor and Ivanhoe on the 
charge of conspiracy followed, and they 
were sentenced to three years imprison- 
ment each. Both are plain looking men 
of the prairies, and Pryor’s face is one 
from which anything resembling compas- 
sion seems pecullarly lacking. They were 
pointed out to some of the curious outside 
the car, and returned their expressions of 
interest with sullen glares. 

The long-term prisoners of the party go up 
for 15 vears each. They were O. W. Head, 
Charles Williams and Joe Ross, the last 
‘=e named having been convicted of burg- 
ary. 

Of no less interest than the prisoners 
themselves were the men in charge of them, 
whose massive revolvers were held in care- 
less pose which kept bystanders endeav- 
oring to get behind the deputies. 

The only exception to the general frontier 
aspect of. the party was United States Mar- 
shal F. C. Hubbard, who might have passed 
for a St. Louis lawyer or a real estate man. 
His deputies were W. H. Barker, Hayden 
Tolbert, Ben Cobb, Wood Bruner, W. Ik. 
Trainor and Bob Tavlor. All have records 
in desperado-catching to their credit, and 
on the tvory handles of their revolvers are 
notches which to the initiated stand for the 
gravestones of bad men on the plains. Thev 
keep the strictest order among their chained 
charges, and the ill-smelling car was as 
quiet as a Sunday-school during the half 
hour it remained under the station sheds.
